When 
it is remembered that the stallion is gener- 
ally judged by his colts, and that the char- 
acter of the maresis rarely considered in 
making up this judgment, it will be seen 
that stallion owners are often too careless 
or obliging for their own good in allowing 
their horses to serve anything that will 
pay the fee. This thing of choice in breed- 
ing should not be allon one side, and the 
owner of the horse should have and exer- 
cise the privilege of selection to an extent 
that will insure a result of which he may 
be justly proud. Such a course on the part 
of stallion owners would no doubt cost 
them some fees,and give offence to some 
people, but it will be found the most profit- 
able in the end.

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the highest. Here our impatience crops 
out. Wechange our manner of feeding, 
and the feed itself, daily, and yet we are 
farther from the desired object than be- 
fore, not considering that towls require 
time to become accustomed to any ma- 
terial change. If laying fowls have been 
accustomed to a run at large, and to open 
weather, a sudden change toa lower tem- 
peratare that enforces confinement will 
almost immediately decrease the yield of 
eggs for many weeks. Any sudden change 
of feed cflects them likewise, and yet 
change is desirable and necessary, only do 
not look for the eggs immediately after the 
change. ‘The feed is first taken into the 
system and wholly combined with it, be- 
fore it can be returned in eggs. 

A sudden change from one kind of grain 
to another will generally stop hens from 
laying for a short period, yet it is neces- 
sary for the health of fowls in confinement. 
Greater care should be extended in this 
respect, toward young pullets in particu- 
lar, more especially in confinement, and 
with pullets that come into laying at an 
early age. When at large there is no 
danger, as the exercise and vegetable 
matter thus obtained ward off any disease: 
Whole corn is hard to digest, and requires 
more strength than a laying pullet in con- 
finement can afford to expend. Hens 
stuffed with corn, and kept in idleness, 
acquire bad habits, and become worthless. 

A regular system of feeding and course 
of management should be adopted at. the 
commencement of winter, and steadily 
adhered to throughout. So long as the 
birds keep in health, and improve daily 
in looks, be assured that your system is 
correct, and eggs will be forthcoming. 
It is necessary to feed many weeks ahead 
for eggs. ens are egg-producers, and 
will certainly ane their duty if their 
keeper be faithful and patient, but do not 
tee ag many eggs before February or

A Duck Rancu. We recently had the 
pleasure of a look over Mr. G. M. Gowell’s

fifty ducks for breeding stock, large, fine 
birds. He has bought of James Rankin of 
South Easton, Mass., six monarch incuba- 
tors of 450 egg capacity each. Heoperated 
one of the monarch machines last spring, 
hatching chicks and ducks with good suc- 
cess, and they are believed to be the best 
practical machines on the market, by Mr. 
Gowell. Last fall, suitable buildings were 
erected for carrying on duck culture suc- 
vessfully, it is hoped. There are three 
buildings whose combined length is 
feet, and the width of each is 15 feet; they 
are 4 feet high in front, 5 feet in the rear, 
with unequal roof, the longest pitch to the 
south.

The County Cattle Shows. 

The time is at hand when the oflicers of 
the county agricultural societies will be 
laying out their work for another season. 
By way of suggestion, we wish to call at- 
tention to some points in their management 
which have been forced upon our attention. 

The fret feature we have in mind, is the 
amount of money paid in trotting purses 
by many societies, as compared with that 
expended for the promotion of general stock 
interests. It is generally accepted that 
trotting races are a desirable feature of a 
county fair, and for this reason may wel! 
receive due attention. But it is proving 
true that in some cases, at least, it appears 
that instead of thia feature being an accom- 
paniment of a general exhibition, the races 
have come to be the exhibition, and the show 
stock and products a side affair and smal! 
at that; and we would raise the question 
whether in many other cases the trotting is 
not commanding more than its share of at- 
tention at the hands of the management. 
From the returns made by societies to the 
office of the Secretary of the board of agri- 
culture we make the following tabulation 
of the money awarded at the shows last 
fall at several of the exhibitions. ‘The fig- 
ures in both extremes are given omitting 
cents :
